HE benefits that would reſult to the nk 

from the Farms bo canal to join Loch-fine and 
the Atlantic, through the valley that runs from Loch- 
Gilp to Loch-Crinan, are ſo many, and withal ſo ob- 
vious to any perſon who atten to the ſubje&, as 
not to require here to be ſtated. It is admitted on 
all hands, that a canal there is not only praQicable, 
but that it could be carried through at a very ſmall ex- 
pence ; and that if ever the Hebrides" are to be im- 
proved, and the fiſheries to be carried on with proper 
ſpirit, theſe improvements muſt begin by the opening 
that canal.

From theſe cauſes it happens, that theſe men, 
are acquainted with Mackenzie's charts who are: 
little acquainted with the coaſt as to be incapable: of 
judging” of their correQneſs ; and thoſe who could 
judge of their eorrectneſs are unaequainted with tbe 
maps. — Hence we are e a \peculiarit 
chat- at firſt fight ſeems a little inexplicable in the 
pamphlet that gave riſe to theſe obſervations. Ik is, 
that Mr Mackenzic, when im ſeareh of atteſtations of 
the-goodneſs of his maps at Leith, Liverpool, Port 
Glalgow, &c. bas met with the greateſt ſucveſs from 
the moſt diſtant places. At Liverpool, he has obtained 
twenty-three names ſubſcribed to his atteſtation ; 4 
Leith, twenty: But from the Clyde (where he uſed 
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much diligence to obtain ſubſcriptions, and where 1 
ſuppoſe there are not, including the preſent navigators 
and ſuperannuated maſters and\pilots, fewer than three 
or four hundred) hs has only been able to obtain ſix 
names to his paper, and not a ſingle one from Stornoway 
or any other place in the Hebrides.
